statement of reasons for allowance: 



Korsch et al (5,1 16,214) discloses a rotary press comprising dies (4), slidably and non- 
rotary punches (32, 33), a plurality of rotatable bushing (7) corresponding to the punches, 
wherein each of the bushing having a serrated sections cooperate with stationary serrated 
sections of the rotor for guiding the punches and preventing any wear during axial movement of 
the punches. 

However, Korsch et al fails to disclose an external component engaging a plurality of 
exchangeable punches, each rotatably about a punch shaft, in a force-locking manner so that the 
punches will be turned at a certaint point along the rotary circle of the press (as disclosed in the 
current specification, page 3, 1 st paragraph).
